In 
1913 an increase in prevalence occurred, with 504 reported cases oc- 
curring in 11 Provinces, Misiones Territory, and the Federal Capital. 
In 1914 there were reported 214 cases, occurring in 9 Provinces and 
the Federal Capital. In 1915 only 84 cases were reported. In 1916 
about 57 cases occurred in the interior of the country during the period 
from January 1 to April 30.
